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TV could relieve crowded classrooms

Crowded classrooms and 
over-worked professors could 
be partially alleviated through 
the use of taped educational 
television courses, according 
to Roger Walters, educational 
television director. 


In a report to the Chancellor, 
Walters states that acquisition 
of a television tape recorder 
would benefit the college in al- 
lowing flexibility of scheduling. 
Students would be able to adjust 
their schedules to the courses. 


At present the educational 
television courses on campus 
are produced live. This means 
the instructor has to repeat 
each lecture every year. This 
also means the course can be 
offered only at one hour. In a 
class of about 1000 enrollment, 
all students would have to view 
the course at the one hour. 


ALTERNATE HOURS 
Classrooms would have to 
be provided for these sections 


as well as the rest of the stu- 
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dent enroliment in other 
classes, But with a tape re- 
corder, the report argues, the 
classes could be scheduled for 
alternate hours, even utilizing 
the relatively idle evening 
hours. 


“Repetition of recorded 
courses would eliminate the 
need for repetitive and time 
consuming preparation of 
materials used in elaborate ex- 
periments and demonstra- 
tions,’’ the report states. 


AGREES WITH REPORT 
Dr. Sam Radelfinger, assist- 
ant professor of health edu- 
cation, echoes this point and 
explains the need for the demon- 
strations and experiments. 


**Most people expect educa- 
tional television to be on the 
same quality level as commer- 
cial television. Therefore you 
have to use many props and 
experiments to impress the 
viewers,’’ he explained. 


Radelfinger, who teaches 
Health 10 live once each week, 
agreed the taped programs 
would be advantageous, 
expecially in the area of guest 
lectures. He said the guest 
lectures could be repeated, thus 
enabling the students toreceive 
the valuable information that 


might be lost to future classes 
on live television. 


PROVIDE*EF FICIENCY 

Uniform instruction could be 
achieved despite the amount of 
students or sections, the re- 
port argues. 

More efficient use of class- 
room space and economy would 
be derived from the purchase 
of such a tape recorder. 

Next fall 20 sections of Psy- 
chology i (Introductory Psycho- 
logy) will be offered live on the 
educational television facilities 
on campus. At three units per 
section, the total faculty time 
would be 60 units or five full- 
time faculty members in psy- 
chology working on the one 
course, Walters said. 


ARGUMENTS AGAINST 

A taped lecture series would 
free these faculty members for 
use in other psychology courses 
or discussion sections for the 
television series, according to 
Walters. 

Walters cited the arguments 
against the taped series. First, 
the instructors have different 
approaches to the material and 
should work according to their 
own methods. Also, imper- 
sonalization was cited as being 
a possible by-product of the 
courses.

ASSSC presidential platform 


In my initial statement last 
week I spoke of a student 
government that has lost con- 
tact with the students. Today, I 
should like to suggest some 
specific changes I feel are need- 
ed to facilitate the re-estab- 
lishment of this contact. 

In the area of student govern- 
ment itself, I propose first that 
all student body officers, in- 
cluding the President, report 
to the students periodically 
through the newspaper, organi- 
zation meetings, and news- 
letters where practical. Pre- 
sently, representatives repre- 
sent little more than their own 
opinions. This years BOD has 
not even bothered to post office 
hours. 

Second; that representatives 
from the residence halls, the 
independent clubs, the frater- 
nities, and the sororities, be 
invited to participate in the dis- 
cussions of the BOD, Repre- 
sentatives would be selected by 
and through the agencies of the 
Inter-Hall Council, the Inter- 
Club Council, IFC, and Pan- 
heliic. 

Third; that all coordinators 
and other appointed officials be 
required to submit written re- 
ports periodically to the Stu- 
dent Body President. This would 
ensure not only that the job was 
being done but would also pro- 
vide continuity from year to 
year by giving the new appointee 
a complete record of the duties 
and procedures of the office. 

The second area of reform 
needed is in the quality of the 
newspaper. I propose first that 
all candidates for editor and 
other staff positions be required 
to submit statements delineat- 
ing their program for the year. 

Second; that a news agency 
be set up within student govern- 
ment, under the President, to 
compile and despatch news re- 
leases from all areas under the 
direction of the ASSSC to the 
Hornet. Third; that an effort 
be made to increase the units 
for reporters and staff and that 
consideration be given to paid 
editors. Presently reporters 
get one unit, an editor two. 

Fourth; that we should begin 
recruiting experienced report- 
ers and staff, not only from 
here on campus but from the 
high schools and the junior 
colleges. And finally, that the 
financial foundations of the Hor- 
net be studied to determine if 
the instability experienced this 
year is due tomis-management 
or if additional appropriations 
are required to make the Hornet 
less dependent on outside ads. 
Included in this area would be 
cost studies to determine when 
we can set up our own press on 
campus at a savings to the stu- 
dents. 

More important, though, than 
changes in the present system 
is a change in philosophy. I 
believe we should move ahead 
not with the current philosophy 
of enacting statutes but with the 
enacting of a system to save 
students money on used books; 
not with discussions of parlia- 
mentary procedure but with the 
discussion resulting from a 
better cultural program; not 
with the status of holding an 
office but with the status of a 
job well done,

The annual opening of Pan- 
dora’s box has occured on 
State’s campus. Each year 
during campaigning and elec- 
tions, the candidates open the 
door and issues spring forth, 
These are the same basic ones 
each year: the attack on apathy, 
the poor condition of our school 
paper, the disappearance of the 
students’ money into the Hornet 
Foundation, and the one we 
heard last year, ‘*We’ll have a 
vote on the college union in 
October of °63.’"

These issues may be narrow- 
ed down in one sense by in- 
forming the students as to what 
the actual issues are. As in the 
case of the Hornet Foundation, 
it is just a case of poor com-~- 
munication to the students. The 
issues of school apathy, the 
poor condition of the Hornet, 
and the many other issues deal- 
ing with the problems effecting 
the individual student, have not 
been considered due to the 
limited perspective of the 
executive and judicial branches 
of student government. It is not 
because those in student 
government are lazy, unintelli- 
gent, or unimaginative, but 
rather, that they haven’t fixed 
upon the role that they are to 
perform. That role its 
solving of those issues which 
come up every year and, more 
importantly, the soiving of those 
problems effecting the indi- 
vidual student. It is this lack 
of concern for the individual 
student which must be correct- 


lation, and miy own personal 
interests in the problems of 
students, such as working with 
the administration in solving 
the problems surrounding pre~ 
registration and registration. 
Second, I will attack school 
apathy by working with and 
directing Rally in developing 
a dynamic program of rallies, 
migrations to other schools, 
and dances. To implement this 
program we will need the 
selection of excellent yell lead- 
ers, songsters, and pep band. 
Third, in the area of the State 
Hornet I plan to work with the
